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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended claim 1 introduces specific limitations, i.e., " glyceraldehyde-3- phosphate is transformed into a 
second metabolite", NAD "is a cofactorfor NAD-dependent glyceraldehyde-3-phosphate dehydrogenase (GAPDH) a first enzyme" and 
"NADP-dependent qlyceraldehyde-3-phosphate dehydrogenase (GAPN) expressed in said yeast by at least one copy of a genetic 
sequence encoding said GAPN which has been recombinantly introduced into said yeast" These limitations were not previously examined 
requiring new search and consideration of the art made of record, and of the specification for support of the amendment. Therefore, the 
amendment to the claims filed on 01-12-2009 has not been entered.. .
